THE HAGUE, Oct. 25-—A German, 


diplomat, speaking to a neutral two 
days ago, said: 

‘* By making peace now Germany 
would lose everything, so we might as 


well fight and try to save something 
from the wreckage. The people have 
changed during the last ten days in a 
way I would mot have believed , possi- 
ble. It is war to the knife now Ger- 
many can figsht another five months, 
and we must. take a last chanice.’’ 

As after every big crisis in Ger- 
many, neither the Left nor the Right 
is satisfied. There is every indica- 
tion in the Liberal press that the new 
‘* representative democratic Govern- 
ment ’’ has not had the final word in 
framing the reply to Mr.’ Wilson, but 
has been overruled by/ the military 
command, although not to the extent 
of satisfying the latter, for the Con-, 
servatives are very bitter about what 
they consider the U-boat concessions 
to Wilson. It is a, repetition of the 
middle-path policy on which two

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—President 
Wilson has, taken the initiative toward 
effecting a unification of the war aims 
of ‘the nations fighting Germany. -It is 
regarded as essential that those bellig- 
erents shall make arrangements for pre- 
senting a solid diplomatic front to Ger- 
Lany as it was vital last Spring that 
a generalissimo should be chosen for all 
the allied armies. : 

This is the inner meaning of the ar- 
rival in France, as officially announced 
today, of Colonel Edward M.. House, 
the personal representative .of President 
Wilson. Colonel House’s conferences 
with British, French, Italian, and Bel- 
gian statesmen are expected to carry 
forward the plans. already initiated 
through cable interchanges to . insure 
allied unity in political matters.” 

Colonel House was accompanied . to 
‘France by Admiral William 8S. Benson, 


chief of operations in the.-Navy Depart- 
men; Gordon. Auchincloss, his son-in- 


State Department Division of Western 
European Affairs, who was formerly 
Secretary of the Embassy at Berlin. 
Frank I..Cobb is &lso a member of the 
party. 

Colonel House's party left the United 
States on Oct.’ 16 before Gocemany's 
reply to President Wilson's “ decision ” 
note had been received in Washington. 
Their sailing, while not permitted to 
become known at the time, was ac- 
cepted in responsible quarters here as 
warranting the belief that President 
Wilson expected a communication from 
Germany that would warrant him in 
proceeding with the question’ of an 
armistice. . 

The President had already made it 
known to Germany in his note of, Oct. 
14 that the process of évacuation and 
the conditions of an armistice were mat- 
ters that must be left to the judgment 
of the military advisers of the allied 
Governments, that no arrangement 
could be accepted by the American 
Government which did not provide 
satisfactory -guarantees of the main- 
tenance of the present: military su- 
premacy of the allied Governments, 

Colonel House was in conference with 
President Wilson at the White House 
when this note, which the President 
emphasized as his. “decision,” was 
prepared, The moment the note \was 
dispatched, Colonel House made ar- 
rangements for proceeding to France on 
the fastest steamer. ' 

Formulate Armistice Terms. 

It is understood that there will be a 
meeting at once at Versailles of the 
Supreme War Council. The members of 
this council are the British, French and 
Italian Premiers, and President Wilson. 
The latter votes by cable. 

There will also be a meeting of the 
Allied naval tnd military. advisers .at 
Versailles. In the conferences the 
terms of the armistice will be formu- 
lated, and the terms will be’ stipulated

The following | communication was 
issued by Italian. Atmy Headquarters 
today: 

“ Bitter fighting occurred yésterday 
morning in the Monte Grappa region. 

Parties of our troops resolutely at- 

tacked some portions of the formid- 

able enemy positions and succeeded in 
wresting from him and maintaining 
possession of important supporting 
points in the western and southern 
area of the massif. They established 
themselves on the northern bank of 
the Ornic Torrent: in the-Alano basin. 

The. enemy, who. offered stubborn. re- 

sistance, suffered considerable losses. 


A few small islands were occupied - 


at Grave di Papadopoli,.in the. Piave 
River. The hostile garrisons were 
captured. 

In ‘the Posina-Altico sector and in 
the Assa Valley. enemy adyanced 
posts were destroyed. On the Asiago 
plateau, our own ahd allied patrols 
‘carried out a small surprise attack 
with success. 

The total number of prisoners cap- 
tured from midnight of Oct. 23 to 
midnight of Oct. 24 is 4 officers and 
2,791 men of other ranks. 


Great Possibilities ef the Drive. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—The sud- 
dén flare..of activity on the Italian 
front, after months of almost com- 
pléte quiet, attracted quick attention 
today among military officials here. 
It was noted, however, that first offi- 
cial reports from Rome carefully re- 
frained from describing the actions as 
a drive. ; 

The fact that’nearly: 3,000 prisoners 
were taken yesterday shows the sur- 
prise nature -of the attacks, and it 
also may indicate waning morale jn 
the Austrian Army. Officers here 
would not be surprised if the Austrian 
forces, in view of conditions at home, 
showed weakness under heavy assault. 

The place selected for the attack in- 
Gicates that the present operations 
may be preliminary steps to a major 
offensive. If the high ground be- 
tween the Brenta and Piave Rivers is 
carried in sufficient forcé, observers 
here believe it might be possible for 
the Italian Army, supported byffrench 
and British units and -artillery, and 
possibly by American troops, to reach 
the valley of the Upper Piave and out- 
flank the whole Austrian. position on 
the lower stretches of the river, run-° 
ning from the Monte Grappa Plateau 
to the sea. Immediate withdrawal of 
the Austrian forces on this line would 
appear to be the certain result of any 
striking Itallan success on the lines 
now under assault. 

The Piave forms a great loop, flow- 
ing down toward the plateau from the 
northeast, then swinging sharply south- 
east to reach the sea. West of the 
Monte Grappa Heights that deflect the 
river's course the Brenta flows down 
from. the northwest and bends sharply

Raw — — 
Used to Bolster Foe’s Lines 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE AND FLANDERS, Oct. 25, 
(Associated Press.)—The heavy: losses 
which the Germans have sustained 
since the allied offensive began have 
forced the enemy to use raw troops 
brought frcm the eastern front. 

The enemy now has 195 divisions on 
the western front, of which 183 are 
German infantry divisions, excluding 
thirty-one divisions withdrawn after 
they had suffered severe casualties 
in the last two. weeks, and six Aus- 
tro-Hungarian divisions. 

There are only twelve enemy divi- 
sions available in reserve on ‘this 
front, and none of these is fresh, 

The desperate situation which the 
enemy is now facing appears’ to be 
fully appreciated. by many of the 
German people, according to letters 
captured along the front.

LONDON, Oct.:25.—Continuing thelr 
attacks upon the German lines ‘south: 
éf Valenciennes, the British: today 
reached the Le Quesnoy-Valenclennes 
railway on 4 front of six or. seven 
milés, capturing the villages of Sepme- 
ries and Querénaifg. _ 3 

At the same time the French armies, 
attacking.on the Serre and Aisne, over 
a front of approximately forty miles, 
advanced their lines at all points, cap- 
turing many villages and making more 
than 3,000 German prisoners. 

North of Valenciennes the énemy 
rearguards have been driven by the 
British from the villages of Bruille and 
Buridon. 

Nine thousand-Germans and . 150 
guns were taken ‘on the Scheldt- 
Sambre battlefront eee and 
yesterday. 

_ Progress was miade east of Courtrai, 
in the direction of the Scheldt, by 


British and French troops, several vil- 
lages and other positions being capt- 
ured. 


The night bulletin from Field Mar- 


shal Haig says: 


We have continued our advance on 


| the battlefront south of the River 


Scheldt. 


We have captured Sepmeries and 
Querenaing and reached the line of 
the Le Quesnoy-Valenciennes railway 
from the northwest of Le Quesnoy to 
the east of Maing. In the afternoon 
several counterattacks were. repulsed 
on this .front. 

‘During Wednesday and Thursday on 
the Sdmbre-Scheldt battlefront the 
First, Third, and Fourth British 
Armies captured 9,000 prisoners and 
150 guns. 

North of Valenciennes we. have 
cleared the.enemy reaguards from the 
villages of Bruille-and Buridon. 

The text of the day report follows: 

Yesterday. afternoon our troops at-— 
tacked and captured Vendegies-sur- 
Eecailion and made progress on the 
high ground to the-east of the vil- 
lage. A counterattack in this neigh- 
borhood was successfully repulsed. 
The fighting was recommenced in this 
sector at an early hour this morning.

‘This promontory, sticking up above 
other, hilis northeast of Verdun, gives 
dubetvation over ‘the, whdle area. in 
which: the “Aniericans are operating 
éast Of the Méusé River. 


-Thé hill was of the greatest value to 


the Germans. When the Americans 
attacked it. yesterday ‘they found the 
énémy in deep trénches, leading into 
dugotits that seeried impregnable and 
were defended by 7s and 155s.. The 
whole Wooded hill: was'one great nest 
of machine guns. 


We first attacked the hill yesterday 
afternoon, and got half way up the 
thousand-foot slope, and held on until 
this. morning at 4 o'clock, when a 
fresh regiment of Germans drove the 
Americans back down the hill. 

Between 6 o’clock this morning and 
3. this afternoon the Americans at- 
tacked five times, each time Being 
driven back. At 4 o’clock another .at- 
tack was made, and when I left the 
front at dusk word had just come in 
that we had two companies on the 


crest of the promontory, which had | 


been cleared ofthe enemy. 
Belleu Weod Cleared.

Meanwhile a hot engagement was in 
progress at Belleu Wood, north of Hill 
360, where a German counterattack 
drove back our advanced elements. 
After three American attacks we 
have reached the further edge of these 
woods, which have been won and lost 
six times in the last three days. _ 

In the region of Grand Pré we at- 
tacked locally this morning, meeting 
tense and firm resistance. We made, 
a slight advance north ‘of Grand Pré 
and Bois Loges, taking some prison- 
ers, We met and repulsed four coun- 
terattacks in this vicinity in the morn- 
ing. 

In the Americans’ series of local at- 
tacks today against the German posi- 
tions especially good gains were made 
on the west bank of the river north of 
Bois Forest. We have strongly or- 
ganized heights north of Brieulles, 
and control, the town, which the: Ger- 
mans continue to shell heavily. 

West of Airicreville heavy fighting 
was taking place, “the Americans net- 
ting some minor gains in the morning. 
There was heavy German. machine- 
gun fire from the heights to the north. 
Artillery on both sides was active. In 
addition to heavy bombing back of our 
lines Jast night, the enemy’s heavy 
guns ‘shelled our positions. In turn, 
our guns were active, ‘long-range rifles 
searching out: enemy camps as far 
back as the region of Stenay. Ger- 
man machine-gun concentration shows 
no .diminution, especially heavy fire 
coming from Bellejoyeuse Farm, Boi 
de Bourgoghe, Bois Loges, and Reine 
of. Ravin Pierres. 

The. German artillery fire is weaker 
east .of the Meuse, but strong and 
accurate west of the Meuse, where the 
enemy bombarded our positions all day 
as far back as Verdun, which was 
heavily shelled for several hours. { 

Fires were reported today at Dun, 
Clery le Grand, and other German

VIEW APPEAL AS A TRICK 


Cite Presdent’s Statement That 
Politics Is Adjourned—Charge 
Him with. Partisanship.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. —In answer 
to the President’s appeal to the people 
for the return of a Democratic ma- 


jority to Congress, the Republican. lead- 
ers of the Senate and House issued this 
statement this evening: 

‘‘Some time ago the President said 
‘ politics is adjourned.’ Now, in the 
closing days of the campaign—delayee 
by the united eforts of all parties for 
the Liberty loan—now, when “all publte 
meetings ‘have been given up’ owing to 
the’ influenza epidemic, the President 
sends out a direct party appeal calling 
upon his countrymén to vote for Demo- 
crats because they are Democrats with- 
out any reference to whether sucn 
Democrats have been or are in favor 
of war. measures and have a war rec- 
ord which deserves support. . 

‘The yotets. of Michigan, to take a 
single example, are called upon to sup~ 
port Mr. Henry Ford,. notorious for his 
‘advocacy of peace at any price, for his 
contemptuous allusions tothe flag, for 
the exemption of his son from military 
service on the sole ground that he will 
blindly support the President. The 


Republicans are loyal enough to. fight 
and die, as they are doing by the thou- 
sands; loyal enough to take up great 
loans and pay enormous taxes; loyal 
enough to furnish important men at no 
salary on some of the great war boards 
in Washingtoh. But they are not loyal 
enough, in the Persident’s opinion, to be 
trusted with any, share in the Govern- 
ment of the country or legislation 
for it.

‘RULES AGAINST IT USELESS 


Merely Brought About Corruption 
and Supply Scandals — Now 
Source Will Be Shut Off.

WITH THE FRENCH ARMIES, ;

peace at any cost?’’ The second: 
“‘If that is the case, how comes it 
that the German Army is still main- 
taining a furious resistance to the 
allied advance? "’ 

In. occupied Belgium two facts, 
proved beyond the shadow of doubt 
by an immense mass of evidence, af- 
ford a solution of these problems. 

First, the German nation has 





reachea, if it has not passed, the limit 
of its endurance, after a call on its | 
strength far greater than anything | 
experienced by any of the major Allies. ; 
Second, the German Army has been } 
so nourished and supported by the | 
agricultural riches of Belgium that it; 
has been for tue last three years in a| 
highly privilesed condition as com- |; 
pared with the home population, and | 
thus has heen able to conserve the | 
vigor and good-will of the troops. 

This accounts for an anomaly that | 
has long been a puzzle to the Allies, | 
namely, that while the world has been | 
flooded with stories of the starvation 
-and suffering of the German people, 
' the prisoners taken on the battlefield | 
were almost invariably well fed and of 
reasonably good physique. 

On all sides one hears from those 
Belgians who were brought forcibly 
in touch with the invaders of the mis- 
ery of their ‘“ home folks * as related 
by Germans back from leave. The 
wholesale corruption—leading some- 
times, as I pointed out in the case of ! 
the Ghent isupply staff, to a —J——— 
scandal—was due primarily to the ap- 
palling need of the German civil popu- | 
lation. The same cause was responst- 
ble for the vast system of smuggling 
from Holland. Although in the coun- 
try districts of Germany there was 
enough hidden food, the urban popula- 
tions have been in many cases literally 
starving. 

During the first six months of the 
war food was sent home freely from 
Belgium, but when the military au- 
thorities realized, after the battle of 
the Yser, that they faced a long war, 
the whole of the immense food pro- 
duction of Belgium was reserved for 
the army. Nevertheless, officers and 
men going on leave persisted in carry- 
ing supplies. In vain punishments 
were rained broadcast and leave cur- 
tailed. It was impossible to suppress 
leave entirely, and the severity of the 
orders against the removal of food only 


spread the corruption wider. At the 
present moment the famous German 
discipline has in this respect broken 
down completely: Nothing—neither 
honor, duty, nor patriotism—can pre- 
vent the troops at the front from en- 
deavoring to save the millions at home 
from starvation. 

Now the Germans have lost the Bel- 
gian treasure house, and in a few 
weeks not only civilians, but the army 
itself, will be feeling the pinch of 
starvation. It is this which makes the 
German situation so desperate. The 
iron rule of militarism has already ac- 
complished the miracle of man driving 
in Germany. The labor of prisoners of 
war has been utilized far beyond all 
the laws of civilization and humanity, 
but against the stark menace of star- 
vation not even blood and iron, backed 
by machine guns, can prevail. What- 
ever may be her appearance of 
strength on the battlefront, Germany 
approaches the verge of unqualified 
surrender.

positions. This was not taken to indi- 
cate.a German retirement. 

A bunch of German prisoners who 
said they were Bolsheviki gave an 
elaborate description of how they had 
labored among German _ divisions. 
They said they had been told that 
men from the Russian front would 
not be put in the line on the western 
front.

The War Situation 
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The most interesting news in the war 
theatres yesterday was the beginning of 
an attack by the Italian, French, and 
British troops on a front reaching from 
the Piave River =i the Brenta. That 
this move was made to synchronize with 
the unrest in Austria is almost certain. 
This is no time of the year to begin an 
essentially military operation in the 
mountains. Normally, the snow is al- 
ready falling, and. once it begins, fight- 
ing becomes impossible. In fact, the 
reports state that the weather is even 
now unfavorable. ‘Therefore we may 
conclude that there is a strong political 
motive in the attack. 

This serves to emphasize the rumors 
that we have received as to the internal 
conditions of Austria. Undoubtedly 
both Rome and London have more ac- 
curate information as to this situation 
than has been permitted to be published 
in this country, information which would 
seem to indicate that if a defeat could 
be administered to the Austrian Army 
at the present juncture, Austria would 
be forced to sue for peace. As was 
stated some days ago, if Austria should 
withdraw,.the way to the country east 
of the Rhine into Germany would be 
opened, and the end of the war would 
come rapidly. 


Under ordinary circumstances it might 
be said that the Allies hgve attacked on 
a front which holds the greatest menace 
to Austria. Nine miles up the Piave 
from the present front—or from the 


ia the town of Feltre, through which 
passes the railroad through Belluno 
southward. This is the main supply 
line for the Austrians west of the Piave, 
to the Brenta and along the upper 
Piave.. If this point is reached, it is 
almost certain that a material readjust- 
ment of the Austrian lines will — to 
follow. 

It is extremely doubtful, however, 
whether matters can be pushed very far 
at this season, because of the ‘weather 
conditions which have already been 
mentioned. In fact, it is doubtful if it 
is intended to push the fighting to a 
definite finish. It may be further said 
that it is by no means certain that the 
front mentioned is to be the main the- 
atre of operations. Purely incidental 
reference is made in the reports of cer- 
tain advantages gained on the Piave 
front proper. The southern Piave is 


is quite the opposite. It may be, then, 
that the fighting in the mountains is 
merely a preliminary operation in the 
way ofa diversion to cover a much 
more serious and more extended move- 
ment along the Piaye. 

There is one point of similarity be- 
tween the allied position in Italy and the 
German position in France'on March 21. 
Both are operating on interior lines. It 
is questionable, however, whether this 
advantage is not offset by the dis- 
advantages. 

It» may be remembered that when 

Marshal Foch was asked which positions 
he would rather hold as a military prop- 
osition,, his own or those of the Ger- 
mans, he, replied unquestiodnably his 
own. The reason for this was soon 
made apparent. Holding the two sides 
of an enormous wedge or elbow, he was 
able to direct his strongest blow against 
ore or both of the sides, and by this 
threatening to fold one side back against 
the other, was able to force a consider- 
able retreat. The Germans, on the.other 
hand were able to do little more than 
force the Allies to extend their lines. 
‘The further the foe penetrated, the more 
the Allies had to extend. It was just as 
if one were stretching a rubber band. 
‘ This is the Allied position in Italy. 
If they.force the Piave the Austrians 
can pull back, extending their line to 
the east and keeping their flank fixed 
on the sea. It will be only by creating 
a positive rupture that decisive miiltary 
success may be gained. 

There is, however, the question 
whether Austria can stretch her lines 
to meet the demands of an Allied suc- 
cess. The degree to which Austria can 
undertake a retrograde movement is 
also limited, for if the indications of 
the Austrian “internal situation are 
rightly {nterpreted, anything like a re- 
treat will be immediately seized upon 
as a good excuse to withdraw from the 
war.

SOFIA, Oct. 22.—King Boris Iil., the 
new monarch of Bulgaria, has ¢om- 
pleted by his accession to the throne a 
trinity of young Balkan rulers.

ald which would follow recognition of 
the Omsk Government, the de facto 
Russian authority. 

While Ivanoff is here ostensibly to 

nite the Russian military factions, 
his chief mission is believed to be to 
|sound the Allies regarding their policy 
of recognizing Siberian independence. 
Ivanoff makes clear, however, that 
Siberia is Russia. If the Allies give 
the new Government support, he says, 
ft will be the beginning of Russia’s re- 
birth. ~ 

While there are many _ problems 
facing the allied representatives, there 
are no indications that England, 
France and America are watching the 
development of the Omsk Government 
closely, as is evidenced by a visit by 
Sir Charles Elliot and French Com- 
missioner Kenault to Omsk. 

*©Y am certain that sooner or later 
Russia will overthrow the power of the 
Boisheviki,’’ said the War ‘Minister. 
“* When that Government is powerless 


there must be another Government 
ready to take its place and bring one 
understanding out of the many dif- 
ferent ideas for the re-establishment of 
Russia between a Socialist state and a 
monarchy.’’

don, Will not sparé any troops to save 
them. They see vON Sanbuhs fleeing 
through their country, intent only on 
gétting to Germany before the crash 
comes; there is no explanation, since 
Germany is victorious. -Why doés von 
Sanpers desert them? Perhaps he has 
told them he is going to Germany to 
bring legions to their ald, but if. 60, 
the legions do not ¢omé and the dis- 
content ineréasés. 

On the whéle, it may be that the 

crash will come in Austria first be- 
cause Austria knows all that is going 
on, but that it Wowld come first in 
Turkey if Turkey knew as much as 
Austria; because Tiirkey is in even 
diret straits. Turkey, has hope, 
though a false. one; Austria.. knows 
moré, and has none.

A German field officer captured in 
the fierce fighting on the American 
front between the Argonne and the 
Méuse pays this tribute to the ist 
Division: ‘‘ We didn’t believe the 
‘‘ Ameéfidans could develop such sol- 
‘* diers before five. years. The artillery 
‘(and infantry work of the ist 
‘* Division is worthy of the best armies 
‘in the world.’’ The German officer 
is wrong in assuming that the Ist 
Division consisted of raw material 
‘* licked into shape ’’ in a few months. 
True, there were ‘ rookies ’’ in the 
organization when it landed in France, 
but it. included old sdldiers vho had 
seén a good déal of service. They were 
more than a nucleus. Whatever the 
Getman goosestep officer may think 
about our Regular Army—the lat Divi- 
sion belonged to the old establishment 
—ite training and discipline have 
alWays been as good as the best, and 
the average physical condition of the 
men was always hetter than that of 
any European army taken as a whole. 
In the old days. many offered them- 
selves as recruits, but few ‘were 
chosen. To any kind of warfare the 
Regulars could soon adapt themselves. 
Their esprit de corps, daring and 
statnina were such that they would 
follow their officers, chiefly West 
Pointers, ahywhere, and Were never 
found wanting in emergencies. > Newly 
enjisted men were quickly assimilated, 
and they soon caught the spirit of the 
command. 

Atcording to the — from ‘‘ the 
American Armies in France," which 
describes the astonishment ofthe Ger- 
man officer that our troops were so 
thorough and effective, the Ist Divi- 
sion had ‘‘ captured Cantigny and 
‘* played an important part in the July 
“* counteroffensive.’’ Cantighy was a 
curtain-raiser. On May 28 the Ameri- 
cans ‘‘ went over the top’’ at 6:45

sent back a message, *‘ We're here! 
Everything ©. K.""- The attack’ had 
been carefully rehearsed. Our men 
advanced in three waves, stormed 
Cantigny, threw thé enemy out, 
‘‘ treating ‘em rough,’’ and - swept 
sore distance beyond the village: The’ 
intantry were splendidly supported by 
the artillery, whose work was letter 
perfect. .It was a very thorough job 
all around, just what. might have been 
éxpected of the Americah Regular. 

Many of the soldiers who fought at 
Gantigny had seen sérvice on the bor- 
der and in Mexico in 1013-14, and 
they were specially preparéd at that 
time for a Mexican ¢ampaign, In 
Franée. they had to unlearn their 
lessons, master the details of modern 
trendéli warfare, and qualify in the use 
of tanks, gas, flame throwers, and 
the barrage.
